At the requ est of the board of 
p ublic utilities, city council Tues­ 
day night hu rried through an or­ 
dinance which raised the salary of 
Public 
Utilities 
Manager Erv in 
Leist by $1,9 20 a y ear. 
Action was taken 
after the 
board disclosed Leist had been 
offered a job in the Youngs­ 
town 
area 
for 
an 
estimated 
^ $10,000 a y ear. Leist, howev er, 
9 agreed to stay at his job here 
for $7,200, and his salary was 
raised accordingly . 
Leist’s annual salary p rev iously 
was $5,280, 
Sev eral members of the coun­ 
cil, and those of the utilities board, 
described the salary increase as 
“the only thing we can do.” At 
the same time, some of the law­ 
makers p riv ately 
admitted 
they 
-did not criticize Leist’s p osition in 
wthe matter. 


LEIST, IN the p ast, has tu rned 
down offers from other cities, but 
he felt an increase in p ay here 
was essential to balance the at­ 
tractions of the most recent p ro­ 
p osition. He has made it clear he 
"ants, “if at all p ossible and rea­ 
sonable”, to stay in Circlev ille. 
Leist’s latest offer came from 
gflie Ohio Water Serv ice 
Co.

Hundreds of motorists and ru ral 
residents stranded by the tw’o-day 
storm are believ ed safe. 
Entire cities in the northeast 
p art of the state still are isolat­ 
ed from highway trav el, how­ 
ev er. Some trains resu med their 
schedules with difficulty early 
today as winds continued to drift 
snow ev ery where in the stricken 
area. 
An estimated 400 to 500 p ersons 
were stranded in Douglas, in east 
central Wy oming. Officials said all 
are believ ed to hav e sufficient food 
and shelter. 
Sev enty motorists stalled along 
a 47-mile stretch 
between 
Lusk 
and Lingle, along the Wy oming- 
Nebraska border, were brought to 
safety late y esterday . Some were 
marooned in their autos for two 
nights. 
Allen Simmons, an 
18-y ear-old 
high school stu dent missing for 
three day s, stu mbled into his Mid­ 
west home y esterday with no ap ­ 
p arent ill effects. He took refu ge 
both in his car and on a farm.

Council was told Tu esday nig ht 
: that the time has come for the city 
to giv e serious consideration to a 
municip al income tax . 
Although no formal mea sure Ii 
p ending with that aim, Co uncil, 
man George Crites renewed his 
warning that such a lev y “ seems 
to be the only way ou t” o f in­ 
creasing city obligations. Crites, 
chairman of the finance 
co ra - 
mittee, made the comment dur­ 
ing discussion on an

that would double the

er rates. 
Crites has frequently decla red 
the city “sooner or later”

WASHINGTON (tft-One of 
the 
differences between the adminis­ 
trations of President Eisenhower 
and President Truman is the dif­ 
ference between fire and rain. 
^ The 
peppery Truman spurted 
Aflame when he got mad enough.

were shoving .him around, particu- 
arlly Republicans in Congress. He J 
had a sharp tongue, and in public. 
But the Republicans in Congress 
were a lot rougher on Truman 
than the Democrats are on Eisen­ 
hower. The Democrats may open 
up as the 1956 elections draw near. 
They’re showing some signs of it 
l*now . 
V 
Eisenhower, unlike T r u m a n , 
holds his tongue and his fire, in 
public at least. As he says him­ 
self, he doesn’t get personal. That 
sort of knocks the ground out — 
beforehand — from 
under any­ 
one with a yen to attack him. 
Eisenhower dampens his opposi­ 
tion and his critics by being as 
impersonal and cool as rain. In 
public, that is. What he says in the 
^privacy of the White House is not 
^known. He is said to have quite a 
temper. 
Even if he had a desire to slug 
the Dem ocrats, this would be a 
poor time to try it anyway. He 
needs their help since they will 
control Congress 
until the 
1956 
elections. 
But, while Eisenhower refrains 
from adding fuel to the fire of his 
opposition by public and personal 
criticism, he and 
his assistants 
^apparently work hard behind the 
scenes to overcome roadblocks. 
A good exam ple was in the re­ 
cent attempt of some Dem ocrats 
to give everyone a $20 income tax 
cut. 
Eisenhower's 
administration 
said the government couldn’t af­ 
ford it He got enough votes lined 
up in Congress to save the day 
for him. 
Truman had trouble with Sen. 
McCarthy 
(R-Wis) and the late 
f0Sen. Taft (R-Ohio). He blasted both 


of them. They returned th«? compli­ 
ment. 
For a while after he won the 
Republican presidential nomination 
from Taft it seemed Eisenhower 
might have trouble with him too. 
But Eisenhower 
won him over. 
Taft became his most valuable 
helper. 
Eisenhower had trouble with Mc­ 
Carthy but handled him mulch dif­ 
ferently from Truman, arui more 
effectively. 
Eisenhower 
himself 
has never said a word against the 
Wisconsin senator. But hie aides 
put the skids under the senator. 
The result: 
Eisenhower is still 
riding high while McCarthy has 
been pushed into the background 


and is still probably trying to fig­ 
ure out what hit him. 
To go through 
the McCarthy 
hurricane, 
with 
his 
popularity 
seemingly undiminished, w as 
no 
mean political feat for a man who 
has called himself a political am a­ 
teur. 
Eisenhower’s career may stand 
or fall on something not directly 
connected with politicians at all. 
For instance, a decision he made 
on a crisis in Asia might win him 
re-election or wreck him.

Government's Estimate 
Brings Varying Views 
From Business Experts

NEW YORK (7ft—A seven-billion- 
dollar blue chip has been tossed 
into the guessing game over the 
chances of good times continuing 
through the summer and fall. 
Governmental jugglers of sta­ 
tistics say Americans are likely to 
have that much more money to | 
spend this year than last—if the 
present record annual rate of in­ 
crease in total personal income is 
maintained. 
Businessmen 
and 
economists 
have been trying of late to guess 
whether the present fast clip of 
industrial and trade activity can 
last. 
One school of thought holds that 
the increase in purchasing power 
which the seven-billion-dollar in­ 
crease in personal income indi­ 
cates will keep the ball rolling. 
The 
more 
cautious, 
however, 
thinl that a summer slowdown is 
inevitable and that the trend in 
in the fall can't be sighted clearly 
as yet. Doubts center particilariy 
on the th ree‘highest stepping in­ 
dustries of the oment — automo­ 
biles, construction and steel. 
The stock market reflects this 
uncertainty—not over the spring, 
where all looks blooming, but over 
the fall, where doubts cloud the 
future. 
The 
Commerce 
Department’s 
report that personal income rose 
in February to an all-time high of 
2921 a billion dollars at an annual 
rate will cheer the bullish. The 
amount undoubtedly rose still high­ 
er in March. April show's early 
signs of being as good or better. 
The optimistic argue that since 
taxes are about the sam e level 
this year as last almost of all the 
increase will be carried over into 
greater purchasng power. In Feb­ 
ruary 1953. personal income was 
seven billion lower than this Feb­ 
ruary, and still declining. Personal 
income in April of last year touch- j 
ed the recession low of 284V£ bil- 
liin dollars. 
Most of the rise this year has 
been in wages and salaries, and 
largely in factory payrolls of the 
durable goods industries. 
Last fall the stock market began 
to discount today’s good news.

Steel production is only a step be­ 
low the record tonnage it rached 
just two years ago. Auto produc­ 
tion is setting new records. Con­ 
struction activity set a record last 
month, 14 per cent higher than in 
March 1954. 
Shoe makers turned out a record 
number of pairs in the first three 
months of this year. The clothing 
industry reports output topping the 
like period last year. 
Easter shopping is sending retail 
sales totals higher in most sec­ 
tions of the country. The increased 
factory payrolls appear to be pass­ 
ing along quickly to the 
store­ 
keepers. 
The question is: Will the mo­ 
mentum of this buying keep the 
whole economy climbing? If the 
goods are bought in the stores, j 
factories can hope for reorders, j 
That will keep factor payrolls high. 
But the cautious are wondering 
bow much of the present buying 
may be in form of borrowing from , 
the future. They argue the time 
must come when the demand for 
1955 cars is satisfied, when con­ 
sumers have bought as many ap­ 
pliances on time as even the in­ 
creased factory payrolls can cover. !

Eden Given Full Training

LONDON UP>—If ev er a man was 
trained to be prime minister of 
Great Britain, that man is Sir An­ 
thony Eden.

For 
about a quarter of a century he 
has been the fair-haired boy of 
the 
Conserv ativ e 
party . M os t 
ev ery one, including Eden himself, 
y felt that someday he must become 
prime minister. 
But for y ears historic personali­ 
ties stood between him and the 
top. First there was Prime Minis­ 
ter Stanley 
Baldwin, who man­ 
ag ed the abdication of King Ed­ 
ward VIII. and took an affection­ 
ate interest in Eden’s future. Then 
there was Nev ille Chamberlin, ad­ 
v ocate of appeasement, with whom 
^Eden disag reed.

Finally 
there 
was 
Winston 
Churchill. Eden labored for him 
with selfless loy alty . Churchill re­ 
warded him, sev eral y ears ag o, 
by unofficially naming him 
his 
“ heir apparent.” 
Now Eden steps into his heri­ 
tag e, master of IO Downing St. 
Problems hammer constantly at 
the door of No. IO. Peace or war, 
cold or hot, East or West, the 
^ sev en seas, the British Common- 
wealth, socialism and how much 
of it, coex istence with the Commu­ 
nists, 
the 
atomic ag e, relations 


with America—the new Prime Min­ 
ister is bound to be about the busi­ 
est man in Britain. He will need 
the 
health 
and 
streng th 
which 
were restored to him in a Boston 
hospital in 19 53. 
The British themselv es are g iv ­ 
ing him a new scrutiny . He has 
been or the scene and in the pa­ 
pers since 1923, w'hen he first came 
up to Parliament from Leaming ­ 
ton. He was the promising y oung 
man, 
a 
hustling 
man who g ot 
thing s done smoothly , and serv ed 
his prime ministers and his coun­ 
try in hig hly important 
but in 
somewhat junior capacities. Like 
the Prince of Wales (now Duke 
of Windsor) before him, there was 
a tendency to think of him as be­ 
ing perpetually y oung , and not y et 
quite ready for major responsibili­ 
ties. 
That’s all ov er. 
In their new appraisal, the Brit­ 
ish jee, superficially and first of 
all, just about the most present­ 
able man in the Commonwealth. 
He

neath, but the first impression is 
one of ea sy charm. He has been 
ev ery where. He has seen just about 
ev ery thing . He foug ht in Flanders 
like most Eng lishmen of his ag e.

AT LONG LAST there are indications 
that West G erm any is to be rearm ed, in 
sp ite of Russian op p osition and lack of en­ 
thusiasm on the p art of the French. De­ 
fense officials hav e announced the first di­ 
v ision of a West G erm an arm y of 500,000 
will be ready for action in 18 months, but 
that m ore than two y ears will be required 
* to recruit, arm and train the entire force. 
Much of the necessary legislation had 
been p assed by the West G erm an p arlia­ 
m ent before France comp leted ratification 
of the a rm s agreem ent. The P aris agree­ 
m ent authorizes 12 G e r m a n div isions, 
which is regarded as the largest p ossible 
force West G erm any can m uster and equip 
in the nex t fiv e y ears. 
Chancellor Adenauer is described in one 
disp atch from G erm any as still hop eful 
that Russia will agree to G erm an reunifi­ 
cation, but there is not the rem otest p ossi­ 
bility of this ex cep t on term s that would 
p lace all of G erm any under R ussia’s heel. 
Sov iet-controlled E a st G erm any now has 
120,000 m en under arm s, and m ilitary ex ­ 
p e rts say this force could not be ex p anded 
greatly . There are only 18 million p eop le in 
E a st G erm any , w here there are serious 
food shortages which hav e underm ined the 
health of the p eop le, m aking it difficult to 
find m en fit for m ilitary serv ice. 
With a p op ulation of 49 million well fed 
and healthy p eop le in West G e r m a n y , 
there is a corresp onding num ber of men 
av ailable for serv ice. When West G erm any 
is arm ed and able to defend its own terri- 
tory , danger of R ussian inv asion will be 
greatly lessened. The ov er-all 
p icture in 
Europ e is brighter. 


INTO THE FIR E 
AMERICANS in E urop e who for one re a ­ 
son or another defeat to the E ast are to be 
p itied on sev eral scores. Information p iec­ 
ed together by Allied intelligence sources 
shows that these p eop le, who hav e fled in 
m any cases to escap e some m ental or emo­ 
tional p roblem, are subjected to any thing 
but p leasant treatm ent by their com m unist 
hosts.

Vice Admiral Wilson Brown had the ex ­ 
traordinary ex p erience of serv ing as the 
N av al Aide to four Presidents, Coolidge, 
Hoov er, Roosev elt, and for a short time, 
Trum an.

And so when Leahy had 
finished his brief summing up of p roblems 
before the Joint Staff, I told President Tru­ 
m an about Stalin's bitter m essages accus­ 
ing us of bad faith in negotiations for the 
surrender of Austrian troop s and of P re ­ 
sident Roosev elt’s angry rep ly . 
“ I mentioned also Roosev elt's growing 
concern for the increasing num ber of re­ 
p orts of Russian misdeeds. I handed Mr. 
Truman*., an inv entory of Lend-Lease sup ­

AT LONG LAST there are indications 
that West G erm any is to be rearm ed, in 
spite of Russian opposition and lack of en­ 
thusiasm on the part of the French. De­ 
fense officials have announced the first di­ 
vision of a West G erm an arm y of 500,000 
will be ready for action in 18 months, but j 
that more than two years will be required 
to recruit, arm and train the entire force. 
Much of the necessary legislation had 
been passed by the West G erm an parlia­ 
m ent before F ran ce completed ratification 
of the arm s agreem ent. The P aris agree­ 
m ent authorizes 12 G e r m a n divisions, 
which is regarded as the largest possible 
force West G erm any can m uster and equip 
in the next five years. 
Chancellor Adenauer is described in one 
dispatch from G erm any as still hopeful 
th at Russia will agree to G erm an reunifi­ 
cation, but there is not the rem otest possi­ 
bility of this except on term s that would 
place all of G erm any under R ussia’s heel. 
Soviet-controlled E ast G erm any now has 
120,000 men under arm s, and m ilitary ex­ 
p e r ts say this force could not be expanded 
greatly. There are only 18 million people in 
E a st G erm any, w here there are serious 
food shortages which have underm ined the 
health of the people, making it difficult to 
find m en fit for m ilitary service. 
With a population of 49 million well fed 
and healthy people in West G e r m a n y , 
there is a corresponding num ber of men 
available for service. When West Germany 
is arm ed and able to defend its own terri­ 
tory, danger of Russian invasion will be 
greatly lessened. The over-all 
picture in 
E urope is brighter. 


INTO THE FIRE 
AMERICANS in Europe who for one rea­ 
son or another defeat to the E ast are to be 
pitied on several scores. Information piec­ 
ed together by Allied intelligence sources 
shows that these people, who have fled in 
m any cases to escape some m ental or emo­ 
tional problem, a re subjected to anything 
but pleasant treatm en t by their com m unist 
hosts. 
As main “ reception center” the com m u­ 
nists have set up a detention cam p deep in 
E a st G erm any in which A m ericans a n d 
other W esterners are brainwashed in ear­ 
nest. If the defectors object to this tre a t­ 
m ent they find themselves tabbed as spies 
and put away in Siberia for a long stretch. 
If they go along with the reorientation, the 
com m unists pum p them full of propaganda 
and put them on exhibit to win m ore con­ 
verts from the non-communists behind the 
iron curtain. 
The defectors can always decide to re­ 
turn to the West and face the m usic await­ 
ing them there, but not without risking life 
and limb in m aking good an escape through 
the equivalent of enemy territory. 
As more news filters back on w hat hap­ 
pens to those who jump the border into 
E astern Europe, the Western defection 
ra te —never high—can be expected to drop 
sharply. 


George E. Sokolsky's 
These Days 


Vice Admiral Wilson Brown had the ex­ 
traordinary experience of serving as the 
N aval Aide to four Presidents, Coolidge, 
Hoover, Roosevelt, and for a short time, 
Trum an. Few men have had the opportun­ 
ity of being so constantly with so m any 
Presidents of the United States. 
In his memoirs which I read in the m ag ­ 
azines, “American H eritage,” he recounts 
this experience with President Trum an: 
“ During the wakeful hours of the night 
before I had asked myself what was the 
m ost important problem of the w ar situa­ 
tion that I should bring to President Tru­ 
m a n ’s attention while I still had the chance. 
I decided that the increasing Russian a r­ 
rogance since Yalta was most im portant. 
Circum stances gave m e a good opening, 
for I had the report of Lend-Lease that 
cam e to my desk each month for delivery 
to the President. And so when Leahy had 
finished his brief sum m ing up of problems 
before the Joint Staff, I told President Tru­ 
m an about Stalin’s bitter m essages accus­ 
ing us of bad faith in negotiations for the 
surrender of Austrian troops and of P re ­ 
sident Roosevelt’s angry reply. 
“ I mentioned also Roosevelt’s growing 
concern for the increasing num ber of re­ 
ports of Russian misdeeds. I handed Mr. 
Truman* an inventory of Lend-Lease sup­ 
plies then en route to Russia—a perfectly 
am azing list of shiploads of locomotives, 
railroad cars, miles of track, trucks, a r­ 
tillery, gasoline, food—and stated that the 
Russian people w ere not being told where 
those vast stores cam e from, and that the 
Russian 
governm ent * never 
even 
said 
‘thank you’ to us. I urged the President 
to take the list h(*me and study it care­ 
fully at his leisure. ‘Thank you, I will,’ he 
said, and I felt confident that he would not 
forget the m atter in the flurry of his first 
day of office.” 
It is a small episode but it opens the door 
to broad speculation as to what m ight have 
developed in American-Russian relations 
had Roosevelt lived out his fourth term . 
We have here authentic, internal evidence 
that Roosevelt was growing concerned ov­ 
er ‘the increasing num ber of reports of 
Russian m isdeeds.” This was after Yalta 
where Roosevelt gave Stalin m ore land 
and souls than Satlin asked for. It was 
Roosevelt who suggested the restoration 
of R ussia's ‘rights” in M anchuria, which 
effectively m ade it possible for Russia to 
conquer China and set up a Chinese Com­ 
m unist governm ent in that country. 
Roosevelt, we know, was not moving in 
the dark. He had conceived ‘The Grand 
Design,” the assum ption that A m erican 
generosity would convince Stalin that this 
country had no imperialistic intentions, 
that we sought only to give but not take. 
Nobody has yet reported w hat Stalin 
thought of it all. In term s of M arxian dial­ 
ectical m aterialism , he must have believed 
us to be stirpid, because no nation could 
succeed in the struggle for existence which 
gave aw ay its strength and potentials to 
its enemies. And Stalin knew who the next 
enem y of the United States would be be­ 
cause Lenin had announced it m any years 
before. 
Roosevelt’s disappointment m ust have 
been 
unendurable. He 
had 
staked 
the 
fate of his nation on the correctness of 
his appraisal of Stalin’s character. He had 
given to Russia—that is, to Stalin—$11,000,- 
000,000 of A m erica's wealth to win the 
Communist le ad e rp v e r to Roosevelt’s con­ 
ception of the future, embodied perhaps in 
the Atlantic C harter.

V ita m in C F o r B a b y

MOST babies like orangs Juice 
a n d will drink it readily. 
O range juice, as I told you yes­ 
terday, contains vitam in C, an 
Im portant p a rt of a baby’s diet. 
Fro son or Canned 
You can give your baby frozen 
or canned juice or juice from 
fresh o ran g ea Frozen or canned 
juice should be m ixed w ith w ater 
which h a s first been bolled and 
th e n allow ed to cool. 
If you use fresh oranges, sw eat 
oranges are probably best. If you 
c a n ’t 
get sweet oranges, 
you 
m ight add ju st enough sugar to 
sw eeten th e Juice. 
Before Cutting Orange 
B efore cuttin g th e orange, dip 
it and th e knife you use briefly 
into bolling w ater. Be sure you 
wipe th em w ith a d e a n cloth. 
T his win help get rid of any d irt 
an d germ s w hich m ay be on them . 
Some doctors advise strain in g 
th e juice. You’ll have to do this 
lf you give th e baby his Juice from 
a bottle. Pour th e juice th rough a 
Ane 36-m esh strainer. 
When to Give ll 
I th in k you will find ft beet to 
give your to t his orange juice 
rig h t a fte r he gets his cod-llver 
oil. T h a t would be about 9 a m., 
or an hour before his IO o ’clock 
feeding. 
T he baby will probably take 
his orange juice from a spoon. I 
told you how m uch to give him 


yesterday, rem em ber? However, 
lf he refuses to take it this way^ 
try giving it to him in a bottle. 


A Few Tips 
Here are a couple of tips abow* 
this: 
W hen he first begins taking 
orange Juice and only a few te a ­ 
spoonfuls are needed, dilute th e 
Juice w ith an equal am o u n t of 
lukewarm w ater. T he w ater, of 
course, m ust be eith er specially 
prepared baby w ater or boiled 
w ater. By diluting it in th is way, 
you m ake sure th e baby gets a lt 
his juice. You can stop diluting 
it by th e tim e he is getting m ore 
th a n four teaspoonfuls. 
One m ore th in g to rem em ber. 
Don’t mix th e juice w ith w ater 
th a t ie too hot. H eat destroys 
m any of the vitam ins in th e Juice. 
By th e tim e your baby ie she 
m onths old, h e ’ll probably d rin k 
his Juice from a cup. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. C : I am a sufferer fro m 
m otion or car sickness.

Answer: T he absence of fre sh 
air Is a factor in car o r m otion, 
sickness.

NEW YORK {*—I felt a little 
silly, standing there with noth- 
- ing on but my sock s and shoes 
and a flappy hospital gown. 
I was nerv ous, too. So were 
the six other white-gowned men 
in the small room. We were in 
the New York Univ ersity-Belle- 
v ue Hospital 
cancer 
detection 
center, waiting to be examined. 
The center, one of some 250 in 
the nation, is part of a medical 
mass assembly line technique to 
fight cancer, It helps detect in 
its early 
stages 
this 
disease 
which caused one needless death 
ev ery sev en minutes in Amer­ 
ica last year among v ictims who 
hadn’t been diagnosed or treated 
in time. 
The sev en men look ed warily 
at each other. Each was prob­ 
ably 
think ing 
t he 
s a m e 
thoughts: 
“ W’onder if he’s got it? Him? 
I don't ev en k now him. What if 
I ’v e got it?” 
One man pulled out a pack 
of cigarettes, held it up silent- I 
ly. Sev eral men took a cigar- I 
ette, lit up gratefully. The ten­ 
sion lightened. 
“ I hear that—” 
began 
one. 
Then the door opened, a nurse 
entered, handed 
me 
a 
folder 
with my name on it, and said, 
*‘follow m e.” 
I felt the eyes of the other 
men on me as I left. I reached 
back and closed the back v ent * 


I on my hospital gown. W’hy don’t 
I they put buttons on them? 
“ What d o - ? ” 
“ Just come along,” said the 
nurse. ‘‘It’ll be ov er before you 
k now it.” 
Well, it wasn’t. But it doesn't 
tak e long for a cancer check . 
About two hours from the time 
you tak e off your neck tie until 
you walk out. 
One technician stuck a needle 
in my finger 
and 
took

blood samples. Fiv e minutes la­ 
ter I was standing in front of a 
big machine getting a chest X- 
ray. 
Then followed a thorough gen­ 
eral physical examination. The 
doctor methodically pok ed and 
prodded me externally, from toe 
to scalp, took my blood pres­ 
sure, listened to my heart, ask ­ 
ed me about ev ery ailment I'd 
ev er k nown. And he wrote it all 
down in my folder. 
Next came the inside experts. 
One specialist did ev erything but 
climb bodily into my eyes, ears, 
nose and throat.

CHICAGO WV—Thousands of the 
nation’s youths under 21 are in 
military serv ice but legislation to 
perm it them the right to v ote 
appears gaining little headway.

They 
range from defects such as her­ 
nia and flat-feet to serious heart 
and gall bladder ailments.” 
As I left, I went by the six 
other men whom I’d been with 
at the start of the examination. 
They look ed at me in wordless | 
worry. Their v erdict was yet to 
come. 
“ I passed,” I told them. 
Suddenly I felt as if I were 1 
walk ing on clouds. A wonderful

swept me. It was as if a fearful 
hawk of danger had cast a sha­ 
dow on me, and then flown by.

NEW YORK UPV— I felt a little 
silly, standing there with noth­ 
ing on but my socks and shoes 
and a flappy hospital gown.

cancer 
detection 
center, waiting to be examined. 
The center, one of some 250 in 
the nation, is part of a medical 
mass assembly line technique to 
fight cancer. It helps detect in

which caused one needless death 
every seven minutes in Amer­ 
ica last year among victims who 
hadn’t been diagnosed or treated 
in time. 
The seven men looked warily 
at each other. Each was prob­

Vote For Youths Under 21 
Slow In Getting Approval 


CHICAGO i&—'Thousands of the 
nation’s youths under 21 are in 
military service but legislatioh to 
permit them the right to vote 
appears gaining little headway. 
Only one state, Georgia, gives 
them voting privileges. 
Moves have been made in sev­ 
eral other states, an Associated 
Press survey showed, to get sim­ 
ilar legislation passed since the 
military draft age w'as lowered to 
18. In most states the proposed 
constitutional amendments were to 
lower the age to 18.

Bills have been .sponsored in at 
least 20 states before legislative 
bodies this year.
